AN ANCIENT RING. 


Curious Gift to the Smithsonian In- 
stitute. 

WASHINGTON, May 5.—The Smithsonian 
Institute has receiveda gift of great an- 
tiquity from the Chinese Minister. It is a 
“Jade” ring, about 10 inches in diameter 
and one-eighth of an inch thick, with a 
hollow center about four inches in diameter. 
It is ot a le hue. Thering is known as 

a Han Pek” jewel of the dynasty of Han. 

The latter was a monarch 3500 years ago. 
The court officials of that day, when given 
an audience with the Emperor, beid the 
ring with both hands and thrust their fin- 
gers into the opening in order to guard 
against moving their hands while address- 
ing the throne, the emphasizing of their 
remarks by flourishing of their hands pre- 
sumably being contrary to official etiquette. 
The ring was used as an emblem of submis- 
sion or respect for the sovereign. It was 
recently uvearthed from a sepulcher, having 
been buried with its owner.

DAILY REMINDER OF NOTABLE 
EVENTS IN THE PAST. 


Salonica—Battle of Oswego-Alex - 


ander von Humboldt- Jansen 
and His Work — The Siege o 
Rome— The Constable de Bour- 
bon.

On May 6, 1876, the Macedonian city 
of Salonica, the ancient Thessalonica, 
was the scene of a bloody riot. On the 
previous day a young girl, said to ba 
an unwilling convert to Mohammedan- 
ism, was rescued from the Turks and 
conveyed to the American consulate. 
A furious mob attacked and murdered 


the German and French consuls, Ab: ae 


at once intervened, and the Turkish 
Sultan was forced to pay an indemnity 
of £10,000 to the families of the vic- 
tims. The murderers were arrested 
and executed, and a large number of 
others concerned in the disturbance 
were sentenced to imprisonment.’ 
BATTLE OF OS WEGO. 

Today is the anniversary of the Brit- 
ish attack on Oswego in 1814. As 
soon as Lake Ontario was sufficiently 
free from ica, Sir James Yeo, in com- 
mand of the British squadron, sailed 
out of Kingston harbor with 3000 land 
troops and marines; and appeared be- 
fore Oswego on the morning of the 5th 
of May. Oswego village was situated 
on the west side of the river, and the 
only defense of the 82 was Fort On- 
tario, on the east side of the stream, in 
which were 300 men under Lieut.-Gol. 
Mitchell, with six guns, only three of 
which were available for want of trun- 
nions. Sir James had eight vessels 
with 222 pieces of ordnance. The land 
troops attempted to disembark in 
fifteen large boats, but a cannon placed 
on the shore compelled them to with- 
draw. Mitchell pitched his tents near 


being defended, while he concentrated 
his little force within the fort. On the 
6th the fleet approached the shore and 
opened fire upon the fort, under cover 
of which the troops landed, and after a 
sharp fight the garrison was forced 
to retreat. The Growler was the 
only American vessel in the harbor, 
which was employed in conyeying 
stores to Sackett’s Harbor; it was sunk. 
by Mitchell to prevent capture by the 
enemy. The main object of the British 
attack was the seizure of a consider- 
able quantity of naval stores at Oswego 
Falls, now Fulton. Mitchell took a 
new position up the river, resolved to 
defend it against the enemy. The 
British, however, contented themselyes 
with raising the Growler on the 7th, 
seizing afew stores at Oswego village 
and making prisoners of some of the 


| citizens, after which they withdrew 


with a loss of 19 killed and 75 wounded. 
The Americans lost 69 killed, wounded 
and missing. 
HUMBOLDT.

von Humboldt, who was born in Ber- 


lin, September 14,1769. After com- 
pleting his studies at Gottingen, he 
traveled extensively in Western Eu- 
rope, and in 1792 was appointed

JANSEN AND HIS WORK. . = 
Everybody is familiar with the schism 
of the Jansenists which agitated the 
French church for more than a cen- 
tury; but so much greater have been 
the disciples than the master that Cor- 
nelius Jansen, the founder of the sect 
is quite forgotten. He was bisho of 
Epres, where be died of the plague May 
6, 1638. For 20 years he had been en- 
gaged in the preparation of a great 
theological work, in which task he had 
read over ten times the whole writings 
of St. Augustine, collecting them with 
the Fathers, and had studied thirty - 
times every passage in which Augus- 
tine had alluded to the Pelagian 
controversy. Jansen’s work was 
published two years’ alter his 
death by his executor. The Catholic 
world was horrified to discover that, 
while Jansen bad been a firm upholder 
of the papal supremacy, he was in 
reality a Calvinist. An abstract of

BOURBON—THE SIEGE OF Rot.. 
The battle of Pavia, in which Francis 
I. of France was taken prisoner by the 
Constable de Bourbon, the French 
traitor who had deserted to the 
Emperor Charles V. on the latter's 
promise of his sister in marriage, gives 
this renegade a conspicuous place in 
history. But the Emperor not only 
refused to give his sister in. marriage 
to a traitor, but neglected to pay the 
troops who had made him master of 
Italy. De Bourbon supported his 
army by the plunder of the Italian 
towns, and in May, 1527, laid siege to 
Rome. At daybreak of May 6th the 


| trumpet sounded the assault, when De 


Bourbon seized a ladder and planted it 
against a wall. An artilleryman 
recognized him, and directed his piece 
so skillfully that the ball carried away 
the head of the Constable just as he 
was crying, “The city is taken!“ 
Rome was indeed taken, and given up 
to all the horrors of pillage, but at 
least the traitor had received his pun- 
ishment.
